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The natural gas pinch 
Dom estic and non-dom estic custom ers 
brace for harsh effects of shortage

During the last five years the natural gas reserves from the supplies of 
the Dayton Power and Light Co. have declined from 289 trillion cubic feet 
to less than 218 trillion cubic feet. 
To the average person, that doesn’t m ake much sense, but to the in­ 
dustrial and commercial customers of the Dayton Power ami Light Co., 
the effects are all too clear. 


IN OCTOBER, DP&L was forced to request all commercial and in­ 
dustrial customers to curtail their natural gas usage 14 per cent due to the 
shortage. In November, they were again informed to reduce their con­ 
sumption to 18.5 per cent. 
If this was not enough, Jerry Morgan, public relations director for the 
Dayton Power and Light Co., stated that industrial and commercial 
customers will again be notified this week they must now reduce their 
natural gas consumption 22 per cent beginning Dec. 25. 
Morgan, who said the DP&L is acting under orders from its principal 
supplier, Columbia Gas Transmission Corp., Charleston, W. Va., said the 
reason behind the large deficiency of natural gas was the low price of 
natural gas at the well-head. 
“The federal government regulates the price of natural gas at the well­ 
head. The government has held that price very low and thus, has not 
encouraged any further exploration for natural gas. 
“The reason it happened so fast,” he continued, “is that the price of oil 


started rising with the oil embargo last winter while the price of natural 
gas remained the same, causing more demands for natural gas.” 
Even though the Federal Power Commission has just recently allowed 
the price at the well-head to increase from 42 cents to 50 cents per IOO 
cubic feet, it will take between three and five years to balance out the 
demand with the supply of natural gas. 
“Our supplier has already told us that through 1978 our allocations will 
be lowered each year depending on the severity of the previous winter,” 
Morgan said. 
“This winter has been colder than usual and has resulted in enforcing 
more curtailments in consumption of gas,” he added 
Many commercial and industrial users feel they are being singled out 
and forced to carry the burden of the natural gas shortage rather than 
residential users. 
Being forced to restrict their consumption to 78 per cent of their 1972 
usage is not an easy task, especially for drycleaning businesses and large 
factories. 
Robert Fulwider, of the Armco Steel Corp. maintenance office here, 
said that although the natural gas used at the steel plant is mostly for 
heating purposes and would not im pair the manufacturing, the plant may 
be forced to close down if the shortage gets bad enough. 
He said that being cut to 80 per cent of its 1972 usage has caused the 
plant to turn off some of the heaters and alternate to other heaters. 


“ AT PRESENT, we think we can cut down our usage to 80 per cent of 


the 1972 level without impairing manufacturing,” Fulwider said. “We 
have no other choice but to comply.” 
But DP&L does not determine which customers are the domestic and 
non-domestic users. The Public Utilities Commission of Ohio sets the 
priorities of what customers must receive the most gas consumption. 
The present DP&L ratio of gas consumption is 51 per cent by industrial 
and commercial users and 49 per cent from residential customers. The 
PUCO has stated the domestic and residential users where human 
welfare is involved are at the top of the priority list and those users who 
utilize natural gas to make hard goods are the lowest and therefore, must 
shoulder the burdens o f curtailment. 
Even the commercial and industrial customers are broken into 
domestic and non-domestic users. For the DP&L, 5,000 of these 
customers are classified as domestic users, including apartments, hotels, 
bakeries and other places where human welfare is involved 
The remaining 16,000 are termed non-domestic customers and include 
all commercial, industrial and governmental customers 
According to Morgan, DP&L is now conducting monthly checks on the 
consumption by the commercial and industrial users. If a company is 
above its prescribed allocations, it is contacted by letter and must give 
the DP&L concrete proposals being planned to curtail its usage; should 
the next month’s check also reveal the company is over its allocation, 
DP&L will be forced to shut off the natural gas supply.

Rocky takes oath today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nelson A. 
Rockefeller 
is 
headed 
for 
final 
congressional confirmation and then a 
televised inauguration today as the na­ 
tion’s 41st vice president. 
The House set aside six hours of 
debate but was not expected to take 
that much time before voting on 
Rockefeller’s confirmation. 


The inauguration was scheduled an 
hour later in the Senate chamber, with 
live television coverage permitted for 
the first time in the Senate’s history. 
Rockefeller was to be sworn in by 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger. House 
members, senators, Cabinet members 
and Supreme Court justices were to be 
in attendance. 


With Rockefeller’s swearingin, the 
nation for the first time will be under 
the leadership of both a president and 
vice president not elected by the voters. 
Speaker Carl Albert said there was 
no doubt that the 435-member House 
would vote to confirm Rockefeller, 
although no official nose count had 
been taken.

Approximately 75 Fayette County 
residents attended a public hearing 
Wednesday and expressed their con­ 
cerns over the proposed improvement 
of U.S. 35 across Fayette County, which 
is to be constructed at an estimated 
$28,456,000. 
One m ajor question voiced by the 
audience was over the problems of 
drainage and concern that the highway 
construction from the western end of 
the Frankfort bypass in Ross County 
through Fayette County to the Greene 
County line would disturb existing farm 
drainage tile systems. 
SEVERAL FARMERS related un­ 
pleasant experiences from the con­ 
struction of the Interstate 71 freeway 
with 
some 
drainage 
effects 
still 
showing up. 
Fayette County engineer Charles P. 
Wagner and four representatives of the 
local engineering office explained some 
of the drainage problems encountered 
during the 1-71 project. 
Richard 
Keiser, 
of 
the 
county 
engineer’s office, cited various in­ 
stances in the interstate highway 
construction 
where 
the 
drainage 
system problems could have been 
avoided and expressed his desire for 
closer cooperation between the U.S. 35 
project engineers and contractors with 
the county engineer’s office in studying 
drainage systems. 
Wayne Kauble, of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Transportation, assured those 
attending that if the department could 
receive the cooperation of local of­ 
ficials and farmers who knew where 
the 
drainage 
systems 
were, 
the 
department engineers would restore 
the systems to their former conditions. 
The first of several public hearings to 
be held on the proposed route and 
various planning aspects of U.S. 35 
through 
Fayette County was well 
received by the public, according to J. 
Herbert 
Perrill, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Fayette County Commissioners and 
Fayette County Action Plan group. 
The 
two-hour 
hearing 
was 
the 
culmination of a two-day session at the 
Mahan Building on the Fayette County 
Fairgrounds in which over IOO persons 
attended afternoon sessions to view 
charts, 
engineering 
drawings 
and 
speak with officials from the Ohio 
Department of Transportation over the 
proposed highway construction. 
Although 
transportation 
officials 
stated 
the 
project 
would 
take 
a 
minimum of four years to complete 
plans for construction, it could be set 
back another four to five years due to a 
questionable section in the Greene 
County portion of the proposed route. 
Members of the 
Greene County 
Historical Society just recently ex­ 
pressed opposition to a section of the 
project in that county due to a covered 
bridge situated in the proposed routing, 
said Bernard Hurst Jr., deputy director 
of the Ohio Department of Tran­ 
sportation. 
He said should the bridge and area be 
declared an historical site, the project 
could be set back another four to five 
years for rerouting. 
The engineering project of the total 


U.S. 35 route is divided into three parts 
through Fayette County: extending 
from the Greene County line to H ar­ 
mony Road; from Harmony Road to 
the present U.S. 35 bypass at Palm er 
Road; and from the eastern end of the 
bypass to the Ross County line. These 
three portions of the project were 
outlined by engineers: William Young 
of Eriksson Associates, H H. Bohm 
of 
Rackoff 
Associates, 
and 
W.K. 
Wallace, 
representing 
Berger 
Associates. 
The overall proposed route is ex­ 
pected to be completed at an estimated 
cost of $28,456,000 with $3,400,000 ex­ 
pended on the Greene County section. 
The proposed U.S. 35 will be a four- 
lane divided highway with a 60 foot 
median strip and an overall width of 300 
feet. The total length of the highway is 
to be 32.04 miles, including 2.56 miles in 
Greene County. It is expected to in­ 
crease the traffic capability almost 
two-fold, according to 
calculations 
made by the transportation depart­ 
ment. 
Officials explained that roads being 
affected by the proposed route in 
Fayette County would be Pleasant 
View Road, which will go over the new 
highway according to present plans; 
West Lancaster Road, also to go over 
the new road; Interstate 71, where the 
proposed U.S. 35 will be located Vi mile

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Economic distress signals fly 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - The nation’s 
economy has turned in another set of 
distressing signals as more Americans 
are going to lose their jobs, paychecks 
shrunk and the balance of payments 
deteriorated.

hit with the second largest deficit ever 
in the U.S. balance of payments in the 
third quarter, largely as a result of the 
high cost of foreign oil.

1972.

George Winkle, manager of the Dayton Power and Light Co., office in 
Washington C. H., said that some commercial and industrial customers 
in the Washington C. H. area have already received notification they are 
over their allocations. 
However, he could not give an exact number of these customers, which 
includes churches, schools and the commercial and industrial customers. 
“ It is difficult to say how many were over their allocations with letters 
going out from several departments to customers in a 6,000-square mile 
area,” Winkle said. 
“ Now, we are encouraging everyone to conserve. If the home owners 
use less natural gas, it means that much more for industries. When 
you’re talking about shutting down a plant for using too much gas, you’re 
talking about taking away jots,” Morgan said. 
He added that home owners can not reduce their natural gas con­ 
sumption by turning off extra lights but by turning down the thermostats 
in their homes. 
“ It is very difficult for people to understand there seems to be an 
adequate supply of gas and electricity but a great shortage of natural 
gas. It is even more complex to comprehend that the same company 
(D P& L) has an adequate supply of coal to produce electricity for this 
winter and yet not enough natural gas,” Morgan said. 
"A ll sources of energy are controlled differently and these controls and 
the supplies of the sources must determine the price.” he continued. 
Morgan said he knows the natural gas shortage is real and not con­ 
trived and the only recourse can be made by using alternate sources of 
fuel and energy. 
Not only must the price (rf natural gas at the well-head be raised to 
compete with other fuels but newer sources of energy will also be 
required so there will not be a great demand for one single source, he 
said. 
The D P& L is now in the process of constructing a nuclear energy plant 
on the Ohio River, 35 miles southeast of Cincinnati in Moscow. 


MORGAN B E L IE V E S there is a very bright future for nuclear power. 
“ Nuclear power now supplies six per cent of electrical power in the 
United States — it is projected to supply over 50 per cent by the year 
2000,” Morgan said. 
He noted other sources of energy were also being experimented to 
provide a supplemental energy system, such as by solar energy, 
geothermal energy (Lapping geysers in the western U.S. and using the 
steam stored in the earth to operate power plants), wind power, 
hydropower, and a few exotic methods of “ harnessing tidal waves” and 
bettering storage batteries. 
But these are all in the future and this winter, domestic and non­ 
domestic users alike of natural gas will be feeling the harsh effects of the 
gas shortage in the present.

decision in the routing of the U.S. 35 
highway. All comments, suggestions 
and oppositions to the projects have 
been taped at the public hearings to be 
studied by the department in deriving a 
conclusion. 
Perrin added he was very pleased 
with the active participation expressed 
by Fayette County residents at the 
hearing and said he felt the tran­ 
sportation officials were “ extremely 
cooperative and genuinely concerned 
how the people feel about the project.” 


Ford’s angry reaction staved off — at 
least for the moment — similar price 
hikes planned by several other major 
producers, including No. 3 National, 
No. 6 Jones & Laughlin and No. 7 Inland 
Steel. 
So far, only 13th-ranked CF&I Steel 
Corp. of Pueblo, Colo., has followed top- 
ranked U.S. Steel in raising prices. 
“ It’s a bad time for price increases,” 
one source said. “ The market is sof­ 
tening, and I just thought U.S. Steel’s 
new prices were out of line.” 
Another source said, “ I would expect 
some time in the next few days that 
U.S. Steel will reconsider at least some 
of its new prices and withdraw them.” 
No top steel company executive 
would speak for attribution, although 
many agreed to talk 
after 
being 
assured they would not be identified. 
The price hikes average about 8 per 
cent over two-thirds of U.S. Steel’s line, 
and Board Chairman E .B . Speer said 
Monday that “ the largest portion of the 
increases represents a catchup of U.S. 
Steel’s prices with those already being 
charged in the market.” 
But a comparison by The Associated 
Press shows the new prices have 
vaulted U.S. Steel past its major 
competitors on most lines. 
U.S. Steel said Wednesday it would 
respond by letter on Friday to the 
President’s request for justification for 
the price increases. 
A spokesman insisted increases were 
“ fully justified,” but other industry 
leaders disagreed. 
“ From a public point of view, I don’t 
think they can make it stand up, and I 
don’t think they’ll be able to convince 
the President they needed it now,” said 
one. 
Another steel executive explained 
that the steel industry generally plays 
“ follow-the-leader” in announcing price 
increases. 
“ You move and then you wait to see 
who follows,” he said. “ I think U.S. 
Steel is going to find its limb a lonely 
one this time.”

But a group of Western 
economists predicted Wednesday that 
U.S. unemployment will hit 8 per cent 
by the end of the 1975 as part of a 
pattern of economic stagnation for 
most countries in the non-Communist 
world. 
In another development, negotiators 
for striking coal construction workers

Mardian are charged with conspiring 
to obstruct the investigation of the 
Watergate break-in. 
Parkinson testified Wednesday that 
officials of Richard M. Nixon’s re­ 
election 
committee, 
particularly 
Mardian and Mitchell, didn’t tell him 
all they knew about the Watergate 
break-in. 
" I did not have facts. I didn t know 
certain things, all I had was third-or 
fourth-hand 
information, 
much 
of 
which 
was 
hearsay,” 
Parkinson 
testified under cross examination by 
Assistant Special Prosecutor Jill Wine 
Volner. 
Parkinson 
said 
that 
Jeb 
Stuart 
Magruder, deputy director of the Nixon 
campaign committee, told him on July 
13, 1972, less than a month after the 
break-in, that he was involved, along 
with Mitchell, Haldeman and White 
House aides John W. Dean III and 
Gordon C. Strachan. 
But Mitchell and others later told him 
Magruder’s 
story 
was 
untrue, 
Parkinson said. 
At the time, Parkinson, a Washington 
lawyer who said he’d never been in­ 
volved in politics, was representing the 
Nixon re-election committee in civil 
suits stemming from the break-in.

This vital difference is a consequence 
of the different ways that we and the 
Soviets have developed our nuclear 
arsenals. 
Unrealistically 
assuming 
that we would hold a monopoly of 
MIRV technology for some time to 
come, we have never gone in for the 
huge 
missiles 
the 
Soviets 
have 
specialized in. We assumed that our 
qualitative lead would compensate for 
their quantitative advantage in throw- 
weight. 
This 
was 
the 
underlying 
premise of the SALT I agreement, a 
premise which a number of us, led by 
Senator Henry Jackson, treated with 
great skepticism at the time. 
A missile that is MIRVed is capable 
of carrying a number of warheads, 
each one independently targeted. That 
is, one missile with four MIRVs is the 
equivalent of four discrete missiles. 
Thus, if we assume that each of our 
1,320 missiles carries 
four 
MIRV 
passengers, we end up with a total of 
5,280 warheads for potential use. On the 
other hand, if we assume that each of 
the Soviet missiles carries eight to IO 
MIRVs, they wind up with a total 
somewhere between IO and 13 thousand 
of those technological monstrosities. 
Given the fact that they have always 
specialized in giant missiles (their first 
ICBM was so heavy, it was an 
operational disaster), there is every 
reason to believe they can carry this 
load. 
As if this wasn’t bad enough, there is 
another variable to be considered: The 
tonnage 
of 
the 
MIRV, 
i.e., 
its 
destructive power. While the data here 
is inconclusive, experts (who have to 
assume the “worst case” ) hypothesize 
that each Soviet MIRV will be much 
larger than its U.S. equivalent. So, as 
we move to SALT II, we are confronted 
by the Soviets potentially holding both 
quantitative and qualitative strategic 
superiority. There are no restraints on 
their “military-industrial complex” : 
They are busy replacing the huge SS-9 
missiles with huger SS-18s. 
The reaction of a number of people is, 
“So what? Doesn’t this merely amount 
to increased, useless overkill? How 
many times can 
they 
kill 
every 
American?” In the literal sense, the 
answer is, “Yes,” if one thinks only on 
the military level. But if you un­ 
derstand the Leninist concept of war, 
you realize that force or the threat of 
force is firmly placed in a political 
context. With the U.S.S.R. holding 
overwhelming strategic superiority, 
what would the U.S. do in the event of 
an invasion of Western Europe? Even 
more inportant, perhaps: What would 
the NATO powers think the U.S. would 
do? To get closer to home, if the Soviets 
launched a preemptive first strike 
against our missile installations, would 
the President — knowing their reserve 
power — order the Polaris subs to let go 
at Soviet population centers? This 
interrelationship between political and 
military

should 
never 
be 
forgotten. 
Safe drinking 
water bill 
approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford has signed a bill setting up the 
first U.S. safe drinking-water stan­ 
dards, and environmentalists want its 
emergency powers invoked in five 
communities whose water systems 
may contain cancer-causing chemicsls. 
After 
Tuesday’s 
bill-signing 
ceremony, the Environmental Defense 
Fund petitioned the Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
to 
use 
the 
emergency powers because of the 
“imminent health hazard” posed by 
chemicals found in the drinking water 
of the five communities. 
The chemicals were found in the 
water supplies of New Orleans and 
Jefferson 
Parish, 
La.; 
Evansville, 
Ind.; Cincinnati, Ohio; and Duluth, 
Minn. 
“Emergency action by the EPA is 
clearly warranted and urgently needed 
in the communities named in our 
petition,” said Dr. Robert H. Harris, an 
environmental group staff member. 
After the suspected carcinogens were 
found, the EPA began a nationwide 
survey of the nation’s water supplies to 
determine the extent of the problem. 
The new law requires that study be 
completed within six months. 
The law also directs the agency to 
promulgate interim drinking water 
standards 
and 
arrange 
with 
the 
National Academy of Sciences for a 
study leading 
to establishment of 
permanent standards. 
In Pittsburgh, an EPA team of in­ 
vestigators is testing the drinking 
water drawn from the Monogahela 
River after hundreds of suburban South 
Hills residents became ill. 
The

Water 
Co.’s 
President, William Harris, says no one 
has proven the water caused the 
sickness.

State Democrats 
face difficulties

Assembly may well have difficulty next 
month in shoving through within a 
cramped six days three m ajor pieces of 
legislation, including a congressional 
redistricting plan. 
Even some of their own legislative 
leaders have begun squawking publicly 
about the bills that party chieftains 
would like to see pushed through be­ 
tween Jan. 6 and Jan. 13—the period in 
which Democrats will control both 
houses and the governor’s office. 
Rep. Barney Quilter, D-47 Toledo, 
already has told newsmen he doesn’t 
like most of the package or the hurry- 
up approach necessary to ram it 
through. 
Quilter will be second-in-command of 
the House in the upcoming legislative 
session. 
“I think that as far as ramming a 
congressional 
redistricting 
bill 
through, it would leave a bad taste in 
everybody’s mouth,” he said. 
If district boundaries should be 


redrawn, 
said 
Quilter, 
Democrats 
should do it in a routine, orderly 
manner and send it to the governor. If 
Jam es A. Rhodes is in office and vetoes 
the bill he would have to justify his 
actions, Quilter said. 
Many lawmakers have complained 
privately that they believe outgoing 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s advisors are 
“thinking with their blood rather than 
their heads.” 
One target is John E. Hansan, 
Gilligan’s chief of staff. 
“ He blew the election and now wants 
to 
get 
us 
in 
trouble,” 
said 
a 
representative from northeast Ohio. 
“Hell, he and the rest of that crew down 
there (in the governor’s office) will be 
gone from the state in three months. If 
Gilligan keeps listening to them he’ll be 
lucky ever to be elected county com­ 
missioner.” 
Besides 
redistricting, 
Democrat 
partisans want to take income tax 
collection from the administration and 
give 
it 
to 
Democratic 
Treasurer 
Gertrude Donahey, securing jobs for at 
least 300 Democrats.

HOLIDAY FONDUE FUN 
Planning some informal entertaining 
for the holidays? Give a fondue party! 
Build an entire meal around a main- 
dish fondue or serve a dessert fondue to 
start or finish an evening of en­ 
tertainment. 
You’ll need one “ fondue 
pot” for 
each 4 to 6 guests. Fondue must be 
served hot, so a “ fondue pot” includes a 
container for the food plus a heating 
unit. This may range from a simple 
casserole dish on a candle-warmer 
stand to a specially designed fondue 
set. You might use Grandmother’s old 
pewter chafing 
dish 
or even 
an 
automatic skillet. The heat source may 
be a sterno or a alcohol burner, a 
candle or electricity. 
Everybody gets in the act at a fondue 
party. Each guests needs a long fork or 
pick to reach into the pot, a plate for 
the dipped or cooked food, and another 
fork for eating. That’s to avoid licking 
the cooking fork and dipping it back 
into the fondue! Don’t forget large 
sturdy napkins 
or fondue bibs — 
fondue is drippy! 
For a main dish fondue, cheese is the 
number I choice — Swiss cheese, 
cheddar, cream cheese, or a com­ 
bination of two or more cheeses. Most 
cookbooks have at least one or two 
cheese fondue recipes. Zooming into 
popularity are 
fondues using small 
meat items cooked in hot oil. Small 
meat balls or thin strips of beef or 
poultry are excellent. For this type of 
fondue, controlled electrically heated 
pots may be best to keep the fat at the 
proper temperature and to minimize 
any fire hazard resulting from dripping

Some recipes suggest 
using a seasoned meat broth instead of 
oil for cooking raw meat or heating 
cooking meat pieces. 
If you are doing a whole meal, you 
might also cook frozen potato products 
in the hot oil. Large french fries and 
frozen balls of shredded potatoes can 
be cooked this way. 
For dessert, try a chocolate or 
carmel 
fondue. 
Use 
either 
milk 
chocolate or semi-sweet chocolate, 
thinned with milk or cream. Chunky 
peanut butter makes a good addition to 
chocolate or try a little instant coffee 
for a mocha flavor. For a caramel 
fondue, 
melt 
caramel candies 
or 
butterscrotch bits in milk or thin 
cream. 
The usual “ dunker” for cheese and 
some meat fondues is cakes of French 
bread, each with a side of crust to help 
keep in intact in the dipping process. Or 
try unsliced dark rye bread, cut the 
same way, or English muffins. Chunks 
of boiled potatoes, good with many 
cheese fondues, are a nice alternate to 
bread. 
For dessert fondues, try pieces of 
fresh 
fruits 
— 
apples, 
bananas, 
strawberries, peaches, oranges. Or use 
very well-drained canned fruits — 
mandarin orange pieces, pineapple 
chunks, peach slices. Angel food cake is 
a food dessert. “ Soft, very tender cakes 
break too easily in the dipping process. 
If a fondue fun-do appeals to you, try 
it. If you need gift ideas, consider the 
various fondue pots, forks, plates, and 
recipe books. Maybe you’d like to put 
these items on your own Christmas 
wish list!

The verdict, against Bishop Francis 
K. Schuckardt, leader of the Tridentine 
Roman Catholics and Christ the King 
Priory, Inc., the corporate name of the 
religious group, followed two weeks of 
evidence and testimony. 
The lawsuit alleged that Joseph’s 
wife, Catherine, and Henry’s wife, 
Emily, were induced by the group and 
its teachings to- desert and abandon 
their husbands and destroy their 
marriages. 
Evidence in the trial showed that the 
two Radecki women, after following 
the religious teachings of the group, left 
their husbands in 1973 and took their 
children to live and go to school in 
Coeur D’Alene, Idaho, home of the 
group. 
The defense contended that the 
Radecki women merely were following 
their religious beliefs. 
Bishop Schuckardt said the Christ the 
King Priory, Inc., would file an appeal 
asking that judgments won by the Ra­ 
decki brothers be set aside. 
The bishop said he was confident an 
appeals court would overturn the jury’s 
findings on grounds that the church’s 
beliefs were on trial, in violation of the 
constitutionally-guaranteed freedom of 
religion. 
Judge Reno R. Riley Jr.’s action 
made Ohio the “first state that has 
allowed a church to be put on trial” for 
teaching its beliefs, he said. 
Tridentine Roman Catholics adhere 
to the decrees and doctrines set forth 
by the mid 16th Century Council of 
Trent and reject modernism, including 
Pope Paul VI, Schuckardt said. 
The bishop said the defense was 
hampered because the judge, jury and 
attorneys, including the group’s own, 
were not knowledgeable in Tridentine 
doctrines. 
Schuckardt said the Tridentines do 
not recognize divorce, nor counsel the 
breakup of marriages, but do recognize 
separations. 
The Radeckis are “wealthy men” 
who

their 
families did not choose to share their 
ways of life, he said.

though Moses says Boston and New 
York subways have used the system 
successfully and that a main rail line in 
Florida has been without a derailment 
in the six years since it installed his 
design. 
Railroad men “are terribly afraid to 
put rubber under rails,” he says over 
the thunder of trains roaring past his 
office throughout the day. “They think 
the train is going to tip over.” 
But Moses, not only convinced they 
are wrong, argues that since their 
track failures cause 10,000 major 
derailments each year, use of rubber 
under rails would save railroad com­ 
panies billions of dollars annually—and 
help return them to profitability. 
Maintenance of “Liberty Tracks,” as 
Moses calls his system, is inexpensive, 
he says. Moses believes their use would 
permit such reductions in freight rates 
as to make rails highly competitive 
with road and water freight. 


ASHTABULA, Ohio (A P)-If Nelson 
K. Moses, 71, had his way, all the 
world’s trains would ride on rails 
mounted on rubber—and his two firms 
here would be at the head of the world’s 
largest industry. 
Moses, who first put rubber under 
rails 33 years ago, sees vindication of 
his belief in the recent award of $1.76 
million in contracts calling on him to do 
it again.

Congress OKs jobs bill, 
pushes for adjournm ent 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio 
Democratic leaders have mapped a 
tentative congressional redistricting 
plan designed to destroy Republican 
strongholds 
in 
Cincinnati 
and 
Columbus 
An ad hoc House-Senate committee 
came up with the plan to create three or 
four new Democratic districts at a 
closed meeting Wednesday. 
The key areas of interest to the 
Democrats are the 12th and 
15th 
districts in Columbus and the 1st 
district in Cincinnati. 
However, State Sen. Tony Hall, D-6 
Dayton, who is coordinating the effort, 
said “ as many as six or seven districts 
will be changed" substantially if the 
plan is adopted. 
Democratic legislators will have to 
move with clockwork precision to get 
the bill through the 111th General 
Assembly during the second week in 
January while Gov. John J. Gilligan is 
still in office. 
Gov. Elect James A. Rhodes, who 
will be sworn in on Jan. 13, would 
presumably 
veto 
any 
plan 
that 
weakened Republican held districts. 
Gilligan 
began 
pushing 
for 
a 
redistricting effort after Republicans 
maintained 
a 
15-8 
edge 
in 
Ohio 
congressional 
districts 
in 
the 


November election despite sweeping 
Democratic 
gains 
in 
the 
state 
legislature. 
The secretary of state does not keep 
registration figures by party, but 
primary 
voting 
records 
indicate 
Democrats are in a majority in the 
state. 
The Democrats believe they should 
have at least one congressman in 
Columbus and the plan would shove 
Republican Reps. Sam Devine and 
Chalmers Wylie into one district, 
probably in northern Franklin County. 
That would create a vacancy for a 
Democrat like Councilwoman Fran 
Ryan who narrowly lost to Devine last 
month. 
Another priority for remapping is the 
1st District in Cincinnati where Rep. 
Thomas 
Luken 
was 
defeated 
by 
Republican Willis Gradison in a close 
contest. 
Luken 
had 
become 
the 
fourth 
Democrat this century to hold the seat 
after he won over Gradison last March 
in a special election with overtones of 
voter reaction against Watergate. 
Gilligan who formerly held the seat 
claims that a Republican redistricting 
effort cost him his job in 1966. 
The tentative plan would also further 
strengthen 
the 
already 
generally 


Democratic 3rd district in Dayton 
where Rep. Charles W. Whalen Jr., a 
liberal Republican, was unopposed in 
November. 
The committee hopes to carve a new 
Democratic district north of Dayton 
stretching up to Mercer County and in­ 
cluding parts of Springfield, Xenia and 
Fairborn. 
Hall 
said 
several 
Democratic 
districts in northeastern Ohio would be 
“ shored up," particularly the 23rd 
where State Sen. Ronald Mottl, D-24 
Parma, has been elected to a seat 
vacated by Rep. William Minshall, a 
Republican who retired. 
The problem for the committee, Hall 
conceded, is that the “ adding to" also 
involves “ some taking away" from 
Democratic districts. He estimated 
that at least minor adjustments will be 
made in fourfifths of the state’s 23 
districts. 
Changes in Summit County, for in­ 
stance, will likely weaken Rep. Charles 
A. Mosher, a Republican, in the 13th 
District, but also erode Democratic 
strength in Rep. John F. Seiberling’s 
14th District. 
Hall was in Washington on Tuesday 
to discuss redistricting with Ohio’s 
Democratic congressional delegation. 
The IO committee members will now 


take the proposal back to county 
leaders 
for 
consideration before 
meeting 
in 
caucus 
with fellow 
legislators for final shaping of the man 
If a consensus can be reached. Hall 
said, “ by New Year’s we should be 
ready to go." The legislature convenes 
on Jan. 6.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress, 
acting to combat the unemployment 
that now affects nearly six million 
Americans, 
has 
passed 
a 
bill 
authorizing 330,000 public service jobs. 
The $5.5 billion bill cleared both 
House and Senate on Wednesday and 
went to President Ford for his expected 
signature. 
The 
bill 
also 
extends 
unemployment compensation to those 
not covered by existing programs, such 
as 
farm 
laborers, 
domestics 
and 
government employes. 
The House also 
passed a 
sup­ 
plemental 
appropriations 
measure 
carrying $4 billion for the job program 
and for supplemental unemployment 
compensation benefits for the jobless. 
The Senate is expected to act on this 
money bill 
promptly. 
The Senate 
Appropriations Committee approved it 
Wednesday night. The House is ex­ 
pected to take final action today on 
another 
measure 
authorizing 
$1.1 
billion to extend the period for paying 
jobless benefits to 52 weeks. 
Democratic leaders were pushing for 
final adjournment of the 93rd Congress 
by Friday night, with some expressing 
hope the windup might be possible late 
tonight.

inmates at Ohio corrections facilities 
may take advantage of community 
activities, and the State Corrections 
Department may establish 
similar 
work release programs under the 
provisions 
of 
a 
court 
settlement 
reached this week. 
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Imon Mobley, director of outside 
educational 
programs 
at 
Lebanon 
Correctional Institution, said he hopes 
settlement 
of 
a 
lawsuit 
filed 
by 
Franklin County Prosecutor George 
Smith—to halt work release programs 
of the state department of correction 
and 
rehabilitation— would 
set 
the 
stage for further inmate participation. 
Corrections Department spokesman 
Joe Ashley said Smith had contended in 
the suit the department could not legal­ 
ly release inmates into the community 
without legislative amendment of state 
law. 
Under one of the most rewarding 
community programs, Mobley says, 
nine inmates from Lebanon work five 
days a week with brain injured chil­ 
dren. 
“For the first time, the men believe 
they are doing something good, and 
they feel good about it. It gives them a 
new perspective. We have nine men 
working five days a week—I could use 
25,” he said. 
Clinic work is one type of work 
release. Others include college and 
vocational 
courses, 
speaking 
engagements, athletic events, church 
activities and drug abuse programs. 
Screening for the program is strict, 
and will get tighter under term s of the 
court settlement. The department will 
have to keep more detailed records, but 
won’t 
necessarily 
restrict 
the 
programs, Ashley explained. 
About 800 inmates took part in work 
release activities last year, out of 7,000- 
8,000 eligible, Ashley said. 
Maximum security inmates at the 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility 
are ineligible, he said.

About 650 workers were scheduled to 
be laid off Jan. 20 at the Assembly 
Division plant at Lordstown, a GM 
spokesman said. In Dayton, Frigidaire 
Division was to release 514 employes 
Jan. 3. 
Both layoffs were for indefinite 
periods, GM said.

Man must seek donations 
to provide lighted display 


VIOLA, Del (AP) - Last year the 
energy-shortage lighting ban almost 
ruined Olin Dill’s annual message of 
Christmas cheer. This year he’s wor­ 
ried about the cost of electricity for the 
10,000 Christmas lights that adorn his 
home. 
For the first time in more than two 
decades. Dill has been forced to ask for 
donations from the thousands who 
come to view his home, about eight 
miles south of Dover. 
“ Inflation’s hit me just like everyone 
else,” he said, “ I called the electric 
company the other day and found out 
it’s going to cost me three times as 
much to have my lights on this year.” 
Until now the most Dill and his 
family 
had 
accepted 
from 
the 
thousands who annually tour their 55 
acres was a fruitcake and $2 from a 
drunk who stuffed it in Dill’s pocket and 
refused to take it back, Mrs. Dill said. 


In the pre-energy crisis years. Dill 
said he could run the lighting display 
for 120 hours from the week before 
Christmas until New Year’s Day for 
about $120. If it is run at the same level 
this season, it would cost about $700, 
Mrs. Dill said. 
Last year, because of a presidential 
request to forego decorative lights, the 
display was lit for only 44 hours and 
used 2,000 fewer lights. The electric bill 
was about $100, but that same display 
would cost about $350 this year, Dill 
said. 
Since the display opened on Sunday, 
donations have been enough to meet the 
bills, Mrs. Dill said. Last year 9,500 
cars and buses visited the farm 
grounds, but the Dills say they hope the 
donation box doesn’t make anyone feel 
obligated to pay for the tour. 
“ If people want to pitch in a coin, 
maybe we’ll run it longer,” Dill said.

Kam ruffed with the 
jack as West discarded his 
second diamond in a row. 
Kam played a spade to the 
queen and led a heart, winning 
with the queen. He now had the 
K-2 of trumps and guessed well 
to play the deuce and fdl the 
ace. 
East returned a spade to 
dummy’s ace, on which South 
discarded a diamond, and Kam 
then made the key play of tile 
jack of diamonds. East ducked 
and so did South, West con­ 
tributing the tai to the trick. A 
heart to the king drew West’s 
last trump and declarer’s 
diamonds won the last three 
tricks. 
When the play is analyzed, it 
is found that the deuce of hearts 
play, the spade finesse and the 
jack of diamonds lead were all 
absolutely 
essential. 
Fur­ 
thermore, the timing also had to 
be perfect. 
The spade had to be led at 
trick five so that trumps could 
be initiated from dummy, and 
the queen had to be finessal so 
that the South hand could not be 
ruffed down later on. Fur­ 
thermore, the jack of diamonds 
had to be led to pin the queen 
and ten with one stroke. 
No defense stops the contract. 
If West keeps his diamonds, 
South establishes the suit by 
ruffing one in dummy.

Stones in the Bladder 


My brother and I have a 
tendency to develop stones in 
our bladders. What are the 
causes for this condition? 
Mr. T. McF., Mich. 
Dear Mr McF.. 
I am sure that the thought has 
occurred to you that there may 
be some family tendency 
responsible. I doubt that there is 
any hereditary basis for this. 
Rather, I am inclined to believe 
that a dietary regime in the 
same household may, perhaps, 
predispose you both to the same 
problem. 
Calcium and uric acid stones 
are frequently found in the 
urinary bladder 
Chronic in­ 
fection and stagnation of urine 
may be responsible for the 
deposits of minerals and the 
formation of stones. 
It is now possible, through a 
process known as “lithopaxy,” 
to crush stones in the bladder. 
This is performed through a 
cystoscope introduced directly 
into the bladder. 
Intensive 
study 
of 
the 
chemicals in the blood, in ad­ 
dition to X-ray studies of the 
kidneys, may reveal the un­ 
derlying reason for stones in the 
bladder. 


Preventive treatment can 
then be started to prevent the 
frequency and the severity of 
attacks.

The use of harsh chemicals 
for this purpose has long been 
abandoned. And a good thing, 
too. Phenol, a harmful burning 
chemical, was formerly used by 
cosmeticians to “peel off” outer 
layers of skin. 
Medical societies and Public 
Health officials have found 
legal means to restrain the use 
of this dangerous procedure. 
Irreparable harm has been 
done to many people with this 
technique for “rejuvenation.” 
Extensive wrinkling of the 
skin can best be benefited by 
plastic surgery.

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Distillers 
deny use of 
grain heavy

distillery industry has disputed claims 
that lower consumption of alcoholic 
spirits would help solve world hunger 
problems. 
Malcolm E. Harris, president of the 
Distilled Spirits Council of the United 
States, told a news conference Wed­ 
nesday that a cutback in the liquor in­ 
dustry 
would 
produce 
a 
severe 
economic headache for the country. 
Newsmen 
said 
suggestions 
that 
Americans should drink less so that 
more grain can be made available to 
needy countries has emotional appeal: 
“produce food, not liquor. Drink less 
and feed starving children.” 
He said the proposal has been made 
by 
Dr. 
Jean 
Mayer, 
Harvard 
University nutrition expert, and others. 
“But this suggestion, in our opinion, 
is not the answer,” Harris said. “It 
would just compound many of the 
economic problems we have in this 
country.” 
If distilleries were shut down, he 
said, nearly two million jobs worth $10 
billion a year would be lost. He added 
that nearly all the 40 million bushels of 
grain used to make spirits is recycled 
back to farmers as livestock feed after 
distillers are through with it. 
Harris said the amount of grain used 
by distillers represented only four- 
tenths of I per cent of the 1973 farm 
production of corn, wheat, and other 
grain. 
The distilling industry recognized the 
problem of alcohol abuse and has 
recommended 
moderation, 
Harris 
said. “We’re not urging people to drink, 
because we recognize that abstinence 
is an acceptible form of behavior — and 
that’s a private, personal decision to 
make,” he said. 
Only coffee was served at the news 
conference. 
Harris said there was no indication 
from industry figures that people are 
drinking more as a result of current 
unemployment and other economic 
problems.

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The natural gas pinch 


Domestic and non-domestic customers 
brace for harsh effects of shortage

During the last five years the natural gas reserves from the supplies of 
the Dayton Power and Light Co. have declined from 289 trillion cubic feet 
to less than 218 trillion cubic feet. 
To the average person, that doesn’t make much sense, but to the in­ 
dustrial and commercial customers of the Dayton Power and Light Co., 
the effects are all too clear. 


IN OCTOBER, DP&L was forced to request all commercial and in­ 
dustrial customers to curtail their natural gas usage 14 per cent due to the 
shortage. In November, they were again informed to reduce their con­ 
sumption to 18.5 per cent. 
If this was not enough, Jerry Morgan, public relations director for the 
Dayton Power and Light Co., stated that industrial and commercial 
customers will again be notified this week they must now reduce their 
natural gas consumption 22 per cent beginning Dec. 25. 
Morgan, who said the DP&L is acting under orders from its principal 
supplier, Columbia Gas Transmission Corp., Charleston, W. Va., said the 
reason behind the large deficiency of natural gas was the low price of 
natural gas at the well-head. 
“The federal government regulates the price of natural gas at the well­ 
head. The government has held that price very low and thus, has not 
encouraged any further exploration for natural gas. 
“The reason it happened so fast,” he continued, “ is that the price of oil 


started rising with the oil embargo last winter while the price of natural 
gas remained the same, causing more demands for natural gas. ” 
Even though the Federal Power Commission has just recently allowed 
the price at the well-head to increase from 42 cents to 50 cents per 100 
cubic feet, it will take between three and five years to balance out the 
demand with the supply of natural gas. 
“ Our supplier has already told us that through 1978 our allocations will 
be lowered each year depending on the severity of the previous winter,” 
Morgan said. 
“ This winter has been colder than usual and has resulted in enforcing 
more curtailments in consumption of gas,” he added. 
Many commercial and industrial users feel they are being singled out 
and forced to carry the burden of the natural gas shortage rather than 
residential users. 
Being forced to restrict their consumption to 78 per cent of their 1972 
usage is not an easy task, especially for dry cleaning businesses and large 
factories. 
Robert Fulwider, of the Armco Steel Corp. maintenance office here, 
said that although the natural gas used at the steel plant is mostly for 
heating purposes and would not impair the manufacturing, the plant may 
be forced to close down if the shortage gets bad enough. 
He said that being cut to 80 per cent of its 1972 usage has caused the 
plant to turn off some of the heaters and alternate to other heaters. 


“ AT PRESENT, we think we can cut down our usage to 80 per cent of 


‘We 
the 1972 level without impairing manufacturing,” Fulwider said, 
have no other choice but to comply.” 
But DP&L does not determine which customers are the domestic and 
non-domestic users. The Public Utilities Commission of Ohio sets the 
priorities of what customers must receive the most gas consumption. 
The present DP&L ratio of gas consumption is 51 per cent by industrial 
and commercial users and 49 per cent from residential customers. The 
PUCO has stated the domestic and residential users where human 
welfare is involved are at the top of the priority list and those users who 
utilize natural gas to make hard goods are the lowest and therefore, must 
shoulder the burdens of curtailment. 
Even the commercial and industrial customers are broken into 
domestic and non-domestic users. For the DP&L, 5,000 of these 
customers are classified as domestic users, including apartments, hotels, 
bakeries and other places where human welfare is involved. 
The remaining 16,000 are termed non-domestic customers and include 
all commercial, industrial and governmental customers. 
According to Morgan, DP&L is now conducting monthly checks on the 
consumption by the commercial and industrial users. If a company is 
above its prescribed allocations, it is contacted by letter and must give 
the DP&L concrete proposals being planned to curtail its usage; should 
the next month’s check also reveal the company is over its allocation, 
DP&L will be forced to shut off the natural gas supply.

Rocky takes oath today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nelson A. 
Rockefeller 
is 
headed 
for 
final 
congressional confirmation and then a 
televised inauguration today as the na­ 
tion’s 41st vice president. 
The House set aside six hours of 
debate but was not expected to take 
that much time before voting on 
Rockefeller’s confirmation. 


The inauguration was scheduled an 
hour later in the Senate chamber, with 
live television coverage permitted for 
the first time in the Senate’s history. 
Rockefeller was to be sworn in by 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger. House 
members, senators, Cabinet members 
and Supreme Court justices were to be 
in attendance. 


With Rockefeller’s swear ingin, the 
nation for the first time will be under 
the leadership of both a president and 
vice president not elected by the voters. 
Speaker Carl Albert said there was 
no doubt that the 435-member House 
would vote to confirm Rockefeller, 
although no official nose count had 
been taken.

Drainage problems of U.S. 35 
project eyed at public meeting 


Sarah Brown, mother of Luetta and 
Joetta Brown, waited until after dinner 
that evening before she broke the news 
to the identical twins. “ Heidi didn’t 
make it. We can pick her up in 
Columbus tomorrow.” 
Lu said she really wanted her back. 
She had received the black Labrador 
Retriever from Pilot Dogs in early 
October of last year after applying and 
deciding to make the dog her 4-H club 
project; understanding full well that 
after Heidi’s obedience training, which 
Lu provided, she and the dog would 
have to part. 
“ I cried with joy when mom told 
me,” Lu admitted, “ but after thinking 
about all the money and time which had 
been invested in Heidi so she could 
become someone’s eyes, I was really 
disappointed in her.” 
No one really knows what happened. 
Heidi completed her intensive training 
at Pilot Dogs over the last couple 
months and was then introduced to her 
blind master.

Approximately 75 Fayette County 
residents attended a public hearing 
Wednesday and expressed their con­ 
cerns over the proposed improvement 
of U.S. 35 across Fayette County, which 
is to be constructed at an estimated 
$28,456,000. 
One major question voiced by the 
audience was over the problems of 
drainage and concern that the highway 
construction from the western end of 
the Frankfort bypass in Ross County 
through Fayette County to the Greene 
County line would disturb existing farm 
drainage tile systems. 
SEVERAL FARMERS related un­ 
pleasant experiences from the con­ 
struction of the Interstate 71 freeway 
with 
some 
drainage 
effects 
still 
showing up. 
Fayette County engineer Charles P. 
Wagner and four representatives of the 
local engineering office explained some 
of the drainage problems encountered 
during the 1-71 project. 
Richard 
Keiser, 
of 
the 
county 
engineer’s office, cited various in­ 
stances in the interstate highway 
construction 
where 
the 
drainage 
system problems could have been 
avoided and expressed his desire for 
closer cooperation between the U.S. 35 
project engineers and contractors with 
the county engineer’s office in studying 
drainage systems. 
Wayne Kauble, of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Transportation, assured those 
attending that if the department could 
receive the cooperation of local of­ 
ficials and farmers who knew where 
the 
drainage 
systems 
were, 
the 
department engineers would restore 
the systems to their former conditions. 
The first of several public hearings to 
be held on the proposed route and 
various planning aspects of U.S. 35 
through Fayette County was well 
received by the public, according to J. 
Herbert Perrill, 
chairman of 
the 
Fayette County Commissioners and 
Fayette County Action Plan group. 
The 
two-hour 
hearing 
was 
the 
culmination of a two-day session at the 
Mahan Building on the Fayette County 
Fairgrounds in which over 100 persons 
attended afternoon sessions to view 
charts, 
engineering 
drawings 
and 
speak with officials from the Ohio 
Department of Transportation over the 
proposed highway construction. 
Although 
transportation 
officials 
stated the project would take a 
minimum of four years to complete 
plans for construction, it could be set 
back another four to five years due to a 
questionable section in the Greene 
County portion of the proposed route. 
Members of the Greene County 
Historical Society just recently ex­ 
pressed opposition to a section of the 
project in that county due to a covered 
bridge situated in the proposed routing, 
said Bernard Hurst Jr., deputy director 
of the Ohio Department of Tran­ 
sportation. 
He said should the bridge and area be 
declared an historical site, the project 
could be set back another four to five 
years for rerouting. 
The engineering project of the total 


U.S. 35 route is divided into three parts 
through Fayette County: extending 
from the Greene County line to Har­ 
mony Road; from Harmony. Road to 
the present U.S. 35 bypass at Palmer 
Road; and from the eastern end of the 
bypass to the Ross County line. These 
three portions of the project were 
outlined by engineers; William Young 
of Eriksson Associates, H.H. Bohm 
of Rackoff 
Associates, 
and 
W.K. 
Wallace, 
representing 
Berger 
Associates. 
The overall proposed route is ex­ 
pected to be completed at an estimated 
cost of $28,456,000 with $3,400,000 ex­ 
pended on the Greene County section. 
The proposed U.S. 35 will be a four- 
lane divided highway with a 60 foot 
median strip and an overall width of 300 
feet. The total length of the highway is 
to be 32.04 miles, including 2.56 miles in 
Greene County. It is expected to in­ 
crease the traffic capability almost 
twofold, according to calculations 
made by the transportation depart­ 
ment. 
Officials explained that roads being 
affected by the proposed route in 
Fayette County would be Pleasant 
View Road, which will go over the new 
highway according to present plans; 
West Lancaster Road, also to go over 
the new road; Interstate 71, where the 
proposed U.S. 35 will be located V2 mile 
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north of the interchange with direct 
access to the 1-71 highway; Ohio 729, 
proposed to go over the new road; 
Milledgeville-Octa Road, which plans 
have not yet been completed but is not 
expected to be closed off; Fichthorn 
Road, also not yet planned and not 
expected to be closed off; Harmony 
Road, proposed to go over the new 
road; Ford Road, to go under the 
proposed route; Bush Road, to go over; 
Palmer Road, to be under the new 
road; Old Chillicothe Road, to be shut 
off; Bogus Road, to go under the new 
road; Camp Grove Road, to be shut 
off; Cisco Road, to go over the new 
road; Mills Road, to be shut off; and 
Fairview Road, to go over the proposed 
U.S. 35. 
Several streams would also be af­ 
fected with riverways to be bridged and 
one railroad in the proposed course of 
the highway to be located under the 
new U.S. 35. 
Other concerns expressed on the 
proposed highway 
were over the 
planned closing of the Old Chillicothe 
Road. One farmer explained that it 
would be difficult to reach a portion of 
his farm on the north side of his 
property and continue his farming 
operations if the new route shut off the 
Old Chillicothe Road. 
Another remark over the school bus 
route on Old Chillicothe Road was 
answered by stating it could easily be 
rerouted. 


SEVERAL OFFICIALS of the Miami

represented by transportation coor­ 
dinator Cecil Coates, pointed out their 
concerns over the intersection of 
Fichthorn and Milledgeville-Octa Road 
that neither should be closed with the 
proposed U.S. 35 project. The Ohio 
Department of Transportation officials 
assured school officials that the major 
access route from Milledgeville to the 
new high school would remain open.

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Economic distress signals fly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
economy has turned in another set of 
distressing signals as more Americans 
are going to lose their jobs, paychecks 
shrunk and the balance of payments 
deteriorated. 
The gloomy economic indicators 
Wednesday 
were 
led by an 
an­ 
nouncement that the government was 
hit with the second largest deficit ever 
in the U.S. balance of payments in the 
third quarter, largely as a result of the 
high cost of foreign oil. The deficit of 
$3.6 billion compared with $2.5 billion 
for the second quarter and an all-time 
high of $3.9 billion in the first quarter of 
1972. 
In the midst of the new woes, 
President Ford appealed to steel 
producers not to boost prices as high as 


the 8 per cent hike announced by the 
industry leader, U.S. Steel. Acting 
under Ford’s order, the Council on 
Wage and Price Stability has asked 
U.S. Steel to justify its price increase. 
Some industry leaders say U.S. Steel 
may be forced to roll back at least some 
of its increase in light of the White 
House pressure. 
Meanwhile, the government reported 
that 693,000 persons began filing new 
claims for unemployment insurance 
benefits during the first week of De­ 
cember. The claims, representing an 
increase of 169,500 over the previous 
week, were in addition to the 2,982,600 
persons who already were receiving 
jobless benefits during the last week in 
November.

George Winkle, manager of the Dayton Power and Light Co., office in 
Washington C. H., said that some commercial and industrial customers 
in the Washington C. H. area have already received notification they are 
over their allocations. 
However, he could not give an exact number of these customers, which 
includes churches, schools and the commercial and industrial customers. 
“It is difficult to say how many were over their allocations with letters 
going out from several departments to customers in a 6,000-square mile 
area,’’ Winkle said. 
“Now, we are encouraging everyone to conserve. If the home owners 
use less natural gas, it means that much more for industries. When 
you’re talking about shutting down a plant for using too much gas, you’re 
talking about taking away jobs,” Morgan said. 
He added that home owners can not reduce their natural gas con­ 
sumption by turning off extra lights but by turning down the thermostats 
in their homes. 
“It is very difficult for people to understand there seems to be an 
adequate supply of gas and electricity but a great shortage of natural 
gas. It is even more complex to comprehend that the same company 
(DP&L) has an adequate supply of coal to produce electricity for this 
winter and yet not enough natural gas,” Morgan said. 
“All sources of energy are controlled differently and these controls and 
the supplies of the sources must determine the price,” he continued. 
Morgan said he knows the natural gas shortage is real and not con­ 
trived and the only recourse can be made by using alternate sources of 
fuel and energy. 
Not only must the price of natural gas at the well-head be raised to 
compete with other fuels but newer sources of energy will also be 
required so there will not be a great demand for one single source, he 
said. 
The DP&L is now in the process of constructing a nuclear energy plant 
on the Ohio River, 35 miles southeast of Cincinnati in Moscow. 


MORGAN BELIEVES there is a very bright future for nuclear power. 
“Nuclear power now supplies six per cent of electrical power in the 
United States — it is projected to supply over 50 per cent by the year 
2000,” Morgan said. 
He noted other sources of energy were also being experimented to 
provide a supplemental energy system, such as by solar energy, 
geothermal energy (tapping geysers in the western U.S. and using the 
steam stored in the earth to operate power plants), wind power, 
hydropower, and a few exotic methods of “harnessing tidal waves” and 
bettering storage batteries. 
But these are all in the future and this winter, domestic and non­ 
domestic users alike of natural gas will be feeling the harsh effects of the 
gas shortage in the present.

Perrin added he was very pleased 
with the active participation expressed 
by Fayette County residents at the 
hearing and said he felt the tran­ 
sportation officials were “extremely 
cooperative and genuinely concerned 
how the people feel about the project.” 


Ford’s angry reaction staved off — at 
least for the moment — similar price 
hikes planned by several other major 
producers, including No. 3 National, 
No. 6 Jones & Laughlin and No. 7 Inland 
Steel. 
So far, only I3th-ranked CF&I Steel 
Corp. of Pueblo, Colo., has followed top- 
ranked U.S. Steel in raising prices. 
“It’s a bad time for price increases,” 
one source said. “The market is sof­ 
tening, and I just thought U.S. Steel’s 
new prices were out of line.” 
Another source said, “I would expect 
some time in the next few days that 
U.S. Steel will reconsider at least some 
of its new prices and withdraw them.” 
No top steel company executive 
would speak for attribution, although 
many agreed to talk after being 
assured they would not be identified. 
The price hikes average about 8 per 
cent over two-thirds of U.S. Steel’s line, 
and Board Chairman E.B. Speer said 
Monday that “the largest portion of the 
increases represents a catchup of U.S. 
Steel’s prices with those already being 
charged in the market.” 
But a comparison by The Associated 
Press shows the new prices have 
vaulted U.S. Steel past its major 
competitors on most lines. 
U.S. Steel said Wednesday it would 
respond by letter on Friday to the 
President’s request for justification for 
the price increases. 
A spokesman insisted increases were 
‘‘fully justified,” but other industry 
leaders disagreed. 
“From a public point of view, I don’t 
think they can make it stand up, and I 
don’t think they’ll be able to convince 
the President they needed it now,” said 
one. 
Another steel executive explained 
that the steel industry generally plays 
“follow-the-leader” in announcing price 
increases. 
“You move and then you wait to see 
who follows,” he said. “I think U.S. 
Steel is going to find its limb a lonely 
one this time.”

The tests were prompted by recent 
discoveries of chemicals in the water 
supplies of Cincinnati and New Orleans 
that are suspected of causing cancer, 
said EPA Administrator Russell Train.

Ohio cities 
are Cleveland, 
Columbus, Dayton, Indian Hill, Piqua 
and Youngstown (Mahoning Valley 
Sanitary District).

to 
question 
Kenneth 
W. 
Parkinson, the last of the five defen­ 
dants to testify. Then the trial will hear 
brief testimony from six character 
witnesses for Parkinson and two 
rebuttal witnesses for the prosecution. 
Parkinson, former White House aides 
H. R. Haldeman and John D. Ehrlich- 
man, exAtty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and 
former assistant Atty. Gen. Robert C. 
Mardian are charged with conspiring 
to obstruct the investigation of the 
Watergate break-in. 
Parkinson testified Wednesday that 
officials of Richard M. Nixon’s re­ 
election 
committee, 
particularly 
Mardian and Mitchell, didn’t tell him 
all they knew about the Watergate 
break-in. 
“I did not have facts. I didn’t know 
certain things, all I had was third-or 
fourth-hand 
information, 
much 
of 
which 
was 
hearsay,” 
Parkinson 
testified under cross examination by 
Assistant Special Prosecutor Jill Wine 
Volner. 
Parkinson said that Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, deputy director of the Nixon 
campaign committee, told him on July 
13, 1972, less than a month after the 
break-in, that he was involved, along 
with Mitchell, Haldeman and White 
House aides John W. Dean III and 
Gordon C. Strachan. 
But Mitchell and others later told him 
Magruder’s 
story 
was 
untrue, 
Parkinson said. 
At the time, Parkinson, a Washington 
lawyer who said he’d never been in­ 
volved in politics, was representing the 
Nixon re-election committee in civil 
suits stemming from the break-in.

“jerked my sidearm from the holster,” 
Lee said. He said he grabbed Knowles’ 
hand and the gun went off. As the car 
swerved off the highway, several more 
shots were fired “which resulted in the 
death of Paul John Knowles.” Lee did 
not say who fired the fatal shots.

rejected the official explanation and 
headed for Atlanta today to discuss the 
incident with authorities.

The more we learn about that great 
Vladivostok “breakthrough,” the more 
it sounds as though President Ford got 
tackled behind his own goal line.

amount to the U.S. having 1,320 BB 
guns and the U.S.S.R. 1,320 hunting 
rifles. 
This vital difference is a consequence 
of the different ways that we and the 
Soviets have developed our nuclear 
arsenals. 
Unrealistically 
assuming 
that we would hold a monopoly of 
MIRV technology for some time to 
come, we have never gone in for the 
huge 
missiles 
the 
Soviets 
have 
specialized in. We assumed that our 
qualitative lead would compensate for 
their quantitative advantage in throw- 
weight. 
This 
was the 
underlying 
premise of the SALT I agreement, a 
premise which a number of us, led by 
Senator Henry Jackson, treated with 
great skepticism at the time. 
A missile that is MIRVed is capable 
of carrying a number of warheads, 
each one independently targeted. That 
is, one missile with four MIRVs is the 
equivalent of four discrete missiles. 
Thus, if we assume that each of our 
1,320 missiles carries four MIRV 
passengers, we end up with a total of 
5,280 warheads for potential use. On the 
other hand, if we assume that each of 
the Soviet missiles carries eight to IO 
MIRVs, they wind up with a total 
somewhere between IO and 13 thousand 
of those technological monstrosities. 
Given the fact that they have always 
specialized in giant missiles (their first 
ICBM was so heavy, it was an 
operational disaster), there is every 
reason to believe they can carry this 
load. 
As if this wasn’t bad enough, there is 
another variable to be considered: The 
tonnage 
of 
the 
MIRV, 
i.e., 
its 
destructive power. While the data here 
is inconclusive, experts (who have to 
assume the “worst case” ) hypothesize 
that each Soviet MIRV will be much 
larger than its U.S. equivalent. So, as 
we move to SALT II, we are confronted 
by the Soviets potentially holding both 
quantitative and qualitative strategic 
superiority. There are no restraints on 
their “military-industrial complex” : 
They are busy replacing the huge SS-9 
missiles with huger SS-18s. 
The reaction of a number of people is, 
“So what? Doesn’t this merely amount 
to increased, useless overkill? How 
many times can they kill every 
American?” In the literal sense, the 
answer is, “Yes,” if one thinks only on 
the military level. But if you un­ 
derstand the Leninist concept of war, 
you realize that force or the threat of 
force is firmly placed in a political 
context. With the U.S.S.R. holding 
overwhelming strategic superiority, 
what would the U.S. do in the event of 
an invasion of Western Europe? Even 
more inportant, perhaps: What would 
the NATO powers think the U.S. would 
do? To get closer to home, if the Soviets 
launched a preemptive first strike 
against our missile installations, would 
the President — knowing their reserve 
power — order the Polaris subs to let go 
at Soviet population centers? This 
interrelationship between political and 
military

should 
never 
be 
forgotten. 
Safe drinking 
water bill 
approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford has signed a bill setting up the 
first U.S. safe drinking-water stan­ 
dards, and environmentalists want its 
emergency powers invoked in five 
communities whose water systems 
may contain cancer-causing chemicsls. 
After 
Tuesday’s 
bill-signing 
ceremony, the Environmental Defense 
Fund petitioned the Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
to 
use 
the 
emergency powers because of the 
“imminent health hazard” posed by 
chemicals found in the drinking water 
of the five communities. 
The chemicals were found in the 
water supplies of New Orleans and 
Jefferson Parish, 
La.; 
Evansville, 
Ind.; Cincinnati, Ohio; and Duluth, 
Minn. 
“Emergency action by the EPA is 
clearly warranted and urgently needed 
in the communities named in our 
petition,” said Dr. Robert H. Harris, an 
environmental group staff member. 
After the suspected carcinogens were 
found, the EPA began a nationwide 
survey of the nation’s water supplies to 
determine the extent of the problem. 
The new law requires that study be 
completed within six months. 
The law also directs the agency to 
promulgate interim drinking water 
standards 
and 
arrange 
with 
the 
National Academy of Sciences for a 
study leading to establishment of 
permanent standards. 
In Pittsburgh, an EPA team of in­ 
vestigators is testing the drinking 
water drawn from the Monogahela 
River after hundreds of suburban South 
Hills residents became ill.

President, William Harris, says no one 
has proven the water caused the 
sickness.

HOLIDAY FONDUE FUN 
Planning some informal entertaining 
for the holidays? Give a fondue party! 
Build an entire meal around a main- 
Members and guests told what they dish fondue or serve a dessert fondue to 
start or finish an evening of en­ 
tertainment. 
You’ll need one “fondue 
pot” for 
each 4 to 6 guests. Fondue must be 
served hot, so a “fondue pot” includes a 
container for the food plus a heating 
unit. This may range from a simple 
casserole dish on a candle-warmer 
stand to a specially designed fondue 
set. You might use Grandmother’s old 
pewter chafing dish 
or even 
an 
automatic skillet. The heat source may 
be a sterno or a alcohol burner, a 
candle or electricity. 
Everybody gets in the act at a fondue 
party. Each guests needs a long fork or 
pick to reach into the pot, a plate for 
the dipped or cooked food, and another 
fork for eating. That’s to avoid licking 
the cooking fork and dipping it back 
into the fondue! Don’t forget large 
sturdy napkins 
or fondue bibs — 
fondue is drippy! 
For a main dish fondue, cheese is the 
number 1 choice — Swiss cheese, 
Cheddar, cream cheese, or a com­ 
bination of two or more cheeses. Most 
cookbooks have at least one or two 
cheese fondue recipes. Zooming into

fondues using small 
meat items cooked in hot oil. Small 
meat balls or thin strips of beef or 
poultry are excellent. For this type of

Large french fries and 
frozen balls of shredded potatoes can 
be cooked this way. 
For dessert, try a chocolate or 
carmel 
fondue. 
Use 
either 
milk 
chocolate or semi-sweet chocolate, 
thinned with milk or cream. Chunky 
peanut butter makes a good addition to 
chocolate or try a little instant coffee 
for a mocha flavor. For a caramel 
fondue, 
melt caramel 
candies 
or 
butterscrotch bits in milk or thin 
cream. 
The usual “dunker” for cheese and 
some meat fondues is cakes of French 
bread, each with a side of crust to help 
keep in intact in the dipping process. Or 
try unsliced dark rye bread, cut the 
same way, or English muffins. Chunks 
of boiled potatoes, good with many 
cheese fondues, are a nice alternate to 
bread. 
For dessert fondues, try pieces of 
fresh 
fruits 
— 
apples, 
bananas, 
strawberries, peaches, oranges. Or use 
very well-drained canned fruits — 
mandarin orange pieces, pineapple 
chunks, peach slices. Angel food cake is 
a food dessert. “Soft, very tender cakes 
break too easily in the dipping process. 
If a fondue fun-do appeals to you, try 
it. If you need gift ideas, consider the 
various fondue pots, forks, plates, and 
recipe books.

Bishop Schuckardt said the Christ the 
King Priory, Inc., would file an appeal 
asking that judgments won by the Ra­ 
decki brothers be set aside. 
The bishop said he was confident an 
appeals court would overturn the jury’s 
findings on grounds that the church’s 
beliefs were on trial, in violation of the 
constitutionally-guaranteed freedom of 
religion. 
Judge Reno R. Riley Jr.’s action 
made Ohio the “first state that has 
allowed a church to be put on trial” for 
teaching its beliefs, he said. 
Tridentine Roman Catholics adhere 
to the decrees and doctrines set forth 
by the mid 16th Century Council of 
Trent and reject modernism, including 
Pope Paul VI, Schuckardt said. 
The bishop said the defense was 
hampered because the judge, jury and 
attorneys, including the group’s own, 
were not knowledgeable in Tridentine 
doctrines. 
Schuckardt said the Tridentines do 
not recognize divorce, nor counsel the 
breakup of marriages, but do recognize 
separations. 
The Radeckis are “wealthy men” 
who

disappointed 
that 
their 
families did not choose to share their 
ways of life, he said.

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News pact vote slated 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — Striking 
editorial employes at The Plain Dealer 
will vote Friday on a new contract that 
could end their 48-day walkout. 
The pact, which is being submitted to 
employes without a recommendation 
from the Cleveland Newspaper Guild, 
was hammered out after ll hours of 
negotiations late Wednesday and early 
today. 
A spokesman for The Plain Dealer 
said that if the package is approved, 
publication could resume Sunday. 


Jack Weir, executive secretary of the 
Cleveland Newspaper Guild, said the 
package does not increase the basic 
wages over a contract offer which guild 
members rejected by a 111-94 vote last 
week, but does include some changes 
including 
a 
better 
cost-of-living 
package. 
Negotiations continued today with 
The Cleveland Press in hopes a similar 
agreement could be reached with the 
city’s other major newspaper.

Rubber rail ties 
wave of future? 
ASHTABULA, Ohio (AP)—If Nelson 
K. Moses, 71, had his way, all the 
world’s trains would ride on rails 
mounted on rubber—and his two firms 
here would be at the head of the world’s 
largest industry. 
Moses, who first put rubber under 
rails 33 years ago, sees vindication of 
his belief in the recent award of $1.76 
million in contracts calling on him to do 
it again. 
The larger pact, $1.36 million, is for 
track in a $200 million automated un­ 
derground railroad in a molybdenum 
mine near Denver, Colo., being de­ 
veloped by Climax Molybdenum Co., a 
division of AMAX Inc. The other 
contract, for $400,000, came from the 
New York City Transit Authority for 
subway tracks. 
Moses’ concept involves fitting rails 
within a wide rubber pad and then 
bolting the whole assembly to concrete. 
Acceptance has been slow in coming, 


though Moses says Boston and New 
York subways have used the system 
successfully and that a main rail line in 
Florida has been without a derailment 
in the six years since it installed his 
design. 
Railroad men “are terribly afraid to 
put rubber under rails,” he says over 
the thunder of trains roaring past his 
office throughout the day. “They think 
the train is going to tip over.” 
But Moses, not only convinced they 
are wrong, argues that since their 
track failures cause 10,000 major 
derailments each year, use of rubber 
under rails would save railroad com­ 
panies billions of dollars annually—and 
help return them to profitability. 
Maintenance of “Liberty Tracks,” as 
Moses calls his system, is inexpensive, 
he says. Moses believes their use would 
permit such reductions in freight rates 
as to make rails highly competitive 
with road and water freight.

Congress OKs jobs bill, 
pushes for adjournment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress, 
acting to combat the unemployment 
that now affects nearly six million 
Americans, 
has 
passed 
a 
bill 
authorizing 330,000 public service jobs. 
The $5.5 billion bill cleared both 
House and Senate on Wednesday and 
went to President Ford for his expected 
signature. 
The 
bill 
also 
extends 
unemployment compensation to those 
not covered by existing programs, such 
as 
farm 
laborers, 
domestics 
and 
government employes. 
The House also passed a 
sup­ 
plemental 
appropriations 
measure 
carrying $4 billion for the job program 
and for supplemental unemployment 
compensation benefits for the jobless. 
The Senate is expected to act on this 
money bill promptly. 
The 
Senate 
Appropriations Committee approved it 
Wednesday night. The House is ex­ 
pected to take final action today on 
another 
measure 
authorizing 
$1.1 
billion to extend the period for paying 
jobless benefits to 52 weeks. 
Democratic leaders were pushing for 
final adjournment of the 93rd Congress 
by Friday night, with some expressing 
hope the windup might be possible late 
tonight.

Rockefeller as vice president, with 
approval apparently assured by a big 
margin. Rockefeller is to take the oath 
in the Senate chamber soon after the 
House vote.

Senate-House conferees late Wed­ 
nesday tentatively approved the bill 
which includes a provision aimed at 
insuring freer emigration of minorities 
from Communist countries.

Demo leaders ready remap steamroller 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio 
Democratic leaders have mapped a 
tentative congressional redistricting 
plan designed to destroy Republican 
strongholds 
in 
Cincinnati 
and 
Columbus. 
An ad hoc House-Senate committee 
came up with the plan to create three or 
four new Democratic districts at a 
closed meeting Wednesday. 
The key areas of interest to the 
Democrats are the 12th and 15th 
districts in Columbus and the 1st 
district in Cincinnati. 
However, State Sen. Tony Hall, D-6 
Dayton, who is coordinating the effort, 
said “ as many as six or seven districts 
will be changed’’ substantially if the 
plan is adopted. 
Democratic legislators will have to 
move with clockwork precision to get 
the bill through the 111th General 
Assembly during the second week in 
January while Gov. John J. Gilligan is 
still in office. 
Gov.-Elect James A. Rhodes, who 
will be sworn in on Jan. 13, would 
presumably 
veto 
any 
plan 
that 
weakened Republican held districts. 
Gilligan 
began 
pushing 
for 
a 
redistricting effort after Republicans 
maintained 
a 
15-8 
edge 
in 
Ohio 
congressional 
districts 
in 
the 


November election despite sweeping 
Democratic 
gains 
in 
the 
state 
legislature. 
The secretary of state does not keep 
registration figures by party, but 
primary 
voting 
records 
indicate 
Democrats are in a majority in the 
state. 
The Democrats believe they should 
have at least one congressman in 
Columbus and the plan would shove 
Republican Reps. Sam Devine and 
Chalmers Wylie into one district, 
probably in northern Franklin County. 
That would create a vacancy for a 
Democrat like Councilwoman Fran 
Ryan who narrowly lost to Devine last 
month. 
Another priority for remapping is the 
1st District in Cincinnati where Rep. 
Thomas 
Luken 
was 
defeated 
by 
Republican Willis Gradison in a close 
contest. 
Luken 
had 
become 
the 
fourth 
Democrat this century to hold the seat 
after he won over Gradison last March 
in a special election with overtones of 
voter reaction against Watergate. 
Gilligan who formerly held the seat 
claims that a Republican redistricting 
effort cost him his job in 1966. 
The tentative plan would also further 
strengthen 
the 
already 
generally 


Democratic 3rd district in Dayton 
where Rep. Charles W. Wrhalen Jr., a 
liberal Republican, was unopposed in 
November. 
The committee hopes to carve a new 
Democratic district north of Dayton 
stretching up to Mercer County and in­ 
cluding parts of Springfield, Xenia and 
Fairborn. 
Hall 
said 
several 
Democratic 
districts in northeastern Ohio would be 
“ shored up,” particularly the 23rd 
where State Sen. Ronald Mottl, D-24 
Parma, has been elected to a seat 
vacated by Rep. William Minshall, a 
Republican who retired. 
The problem for the committee, Hall 
conceded, is that the “ adding to” also 
involves “ some taking away” from 
Democratic districts. He estimated 
that at least minor adjustments will be 
made in fourfifths of the state’s 23 
districts. 
Changes in Summit County, for in­ 
stance, will likely weaken Rep. Charles 
A. Mosher, a Republican, in the 13th 
District, but also erode Democratic 
strength in Rep. John F. Seiberling’s 
14th District. 
Hall was in Washington on Tuesday 
to discuss redistricting with Ohio’s 
Democratic congressional delegation. 
The IO committee members will now 


take the proposal back to county 
leaders 
for 
consideration 
before 
meeting 
in 
caucus 
with 
fellow 
legislators for final shaping of the man. 
If a consensus can be reached, Hall 
said, “ by New Year’s we should be 
ready to go.” The legislature convenes 
on Jan. 6.

Work release plan 
given court s OK

inmates at Ohio corrections facilities 
may take advantage of community 
activities, and the State Corrections 
Department may establish similar 
work release programs under the 
provisions 
of 
a 
court 
settlement 
reached this week. 
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Imon Mobley, director of outside 
educational 
programs 
at 
Lebanon 
Correctional Institution, said he hopes 
settlement of 
a 
lawsuit 
filed 
by 
Franklin County Prosecutor George 
Smith—to halt work release programs 
of the state department of correction 
and 
rehabilitation— would 
set 
the 
stage for further inmate participation. 
Corrections Department spokesman 
Joe Ashley said Smith had contended in 
the suit the department could not legal­ 
ly release inmates into the community 
without legislative amendment of state 
law. 
Under one of the most rewarding 
community programs, Mobley says, 
nine inmates from Lebanon work five 
days a week with brain injured chil­ 
dren. 
“ For the first time, the men believe 
they are doing something good, and 
they feel good about it. It gives them a 
new perspective. We have nine men 
working five days a week—I could use 
25,” he said. 
Clinic work is one type of work 
release. Others include college and 
vocational 
courses, 
speaking 
engagements, athletic events, church 
activities and drug abuse programs. 
Screening for the program is strict, 
and will get tighter under terms of the 
court settlement. The department will 
have to keep more detailed records, but 
won’t 
necessarily 
restrict 
the 
programs, Ashley explained. 
About 800 inmates took part in work 
release activities last year, out of 7,000- 
8,000 eligible, Ashley said. 
Maximum security inmates at the 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility 
are ineligible, he said.

Man must seek donations 
to provide lighted display 


VIOLA, Del. (AP) — Last year the 
energy-shortage lighting ban almost 
ruined Olin Dill’s annual message of 
Christmas cheer. This'year he’s wor­ 
ried about the cost cf electricity for the 
10,000 Christmas lights that adorn his 
home. 
For the first time in more than two 
decades, Dill has been forced to ask for 
donations from the thousands who 
come to view his home, about eight 
miles south of Dover. 
‘Inflation’s hit me just like everyone 
else,” he said. “ I called the electric 
company the other day and found out 
it’s going to cost me three times as 
much to have my lights on this year.” 
Until now the most Dill and his 
family 
had 
accepted 
from 
the 
thousands who annually tour their 55 
acres was a fruitcake and $2 from a 
drunk who stuffed it in Dill’s pocket and 
refused to take it back, Mrs. Dill said. 


In the pre-energy crisis years, Dill 
said he could run the lighting display 
for 120 hours from the week before 
Christmas until New Year’s Day for 
about $120. If it is run at the same level 
this season, it would cost about $700, 
Mrs. Dill said. 
Last year, because of a presidential 
request to forego decorative lights, the 
display was lit for only 44 hours and 
used 2,000 fewer lights. The electric bill 
was about $100, but that same display 
would cost about $350 this year, Dill 
said. 
Since the display opened on Sunday, 
donations have been enough to meet the 
bills, Mrs. Dill said. Last year 9,500 
cars and buses visited the farm 
grounds, but the Dills say they hope the 
donation box doesn’t make anyone feel 
obligated to pay for the tour. 
“ If people want to pitch in a coin, 
maybe we’ll run it longer,” Dill said.

Winter has ended one of the most 
frustrating shipping seasons in the 16- 
year history of the Saint Lawrence 
Seaway. 
The last scheduled freighter to pass

the 
Toronto-based 
Great Laker “ Frank A. Sherman’’, 
headed for port Wednesday to close out 
the 1974 shipping season that in­ 
terrupted the waterway’s boom era. 
The seaway was expected to finish 
the 1974 shipping season with its first 
decline in cargo and revenue after four- 
straight record-setting seasons, Ameri­ 
can seaway officials predicted. 
“ We had a real bad year, there is no 
question about that,’’ David Oberlin 
said from his Washington, D.C., office. 
Oberlin is the administrator of the 
American 
governmental 
seaway 
agency, the Saint Lawrence Seaway 
Development Corp. 
The economic recession gripping the 
North American continent was not to 
blame for the seaway’s troubles, ac­ 
cording to Oberlin. The recession 
should not be felt on the seaway until 
next season, he said. 
Instead, the seaway’s bad year can 
be traced to a series of labor strikes 
that 
halted 
and 
slowed 
shipping 
throughout the season, as well as an 
accident that hampered traffic for two 
weeks on the Welland Canal, the 
American administrator said.

Crew members of the Canadian Laker 
fleet struck during the seaway’s peak 
months of August through October to 
further damage the seaway season. 
And strikes by Canadian grain in­ 
spectors, Welland canal pilots and 
grain elevator workers in Duluth, 
Minn., added to the seaway’s woes, 
Oberlin said. 
In addition to the labor problems, a 
freighter rammed a bridge, jamming 
traffic on the Welland Canal for two 
weeks last summer, he said. 
“ It was one thing after another, all 
beyond our control,’’ Oberlin said.

Wilmington police officer admitted 
under oath Wednesday that he shot 
Randall B. Goldie, 22, of Martinsville, 
last April. 
Dale Powell, 26, of Wilmington, said, 
“I saw Goldie in the car. He brought his 
hand to his right side as if he had a gun 
when he saw me. I fired in his direction 
from five or six feet.” Powell also 
stated that he “did panic” and could 
not recall how many times he fired. 


WHILE BEING questioned as to why 
he left the scene and failed to im­ 
mediately report the circumstances to 
the department, - Powell said “I still 
have this feeling that someone (in the 
police department) worked for the 
criminal element. I don’t have the 
occasion to trust anybody in the 
department.*! felt I wasn’t going to get 
fair treatment from anybody connected 
with this.” 
Powell was arrested and charged 
with aggravated murder two days after 
Goldie was found dead in his car on the 
parking lot of Scotties Restaurant, 
Wilmington.

coroner testified the cause of death was 
repeated gunshot wounds to the face 
and head. 
Earlier testimony had disclosed that 
Powell was planning to meet Goldie at 
the restaurant at ll p.m. the night of 
the slaying. A fellow officer stated 
under oath that he took Powell, dressed 
in civilian clothes, to within a block of 
the restaurant shortly before ll p.m. so 
that e could meet Goldie and possibly 
make an arrest for possession or sale of 
drugs.

Powell said he ran from the scene 
because he heard a noise behind him 
and was afraid that he had been set up 
to be slain by Goldie and others. 
Clinton County Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney James J. O’Grady attacked 
Powell’s 
story 
during 
cross- 
examination. 
“What was your intent when Goldie 
drove up?” O’Grady asked. 
“My intent was to get him out of the 
car and frish him,” Powell responded. 
“By what authority?” asked the 
prosecutor, referring to the fact that 
Powell was wearing civilian clothing. 
“I thought I had a case,” Powell said. 
“Did you say anything?” O’Grady 
questioned. 
“No, there was no time,” the 
defendant responded. 


As if in summation O’Grady asked, 
“Then all Randy Goldie saw was a man 
in dark clothes approaching his car 
with a shotgun.” 
Although 
Powell 
gave 
no 
ex­ 
planation for his distrust 
of other 
Wilmington police officers, he did 
explain his fear of being set up by 
Goldie. 
He said that Judy Benlehr, an 18- 
year-old waitress at the restaurant, 
had approached him about a meeting 
with Goldie for a drug bust. Her only 
explanation for the generous offer was 
that she wanted to stop Goldie’s in­ 
fluence on her brother who was 
allegedly being supplied with drugs by 
Goldie, the owner of a Wilmington 
novelty import shop. 
Powell said she told him the meeting 


would have to take place almost im­ 
mediately as Goldie was scheduled to 
leave town the next day. He, said he 
feared the meeting might have been 
arranged by Goldie himself as a 
means to kill him (Powell) because the 
office had been investigating Goldie’s 
alleged activity in drug trafficing. 
Although Powell said that when he 
fired the shotgun “There was no doubt 
in my mind that he had a firearm,” 
officers investigating the slaying said 
they found no gun or drugs in the dead 
man’s car. 


AGENTS 
FR O M the Bureau of 
Criminal Investigation, London, said 
that ballistics tests of the shotgun 
Powell had in his possession showed it 
to be the murder weapon. They also 


said that there was evidence that 
someone might have attempted to alter 
the markings left by the inside of the 
barrel. Powell denied having tampered 
with the gun. 
Security has been tight throughout 
the trial, and Wednesday two young 
persons were taken into custody for the 
pendancy of the trial. Debbie Goldie, 
16, and Jeff Gold|e, 13, sister and 
brother of the slam shop owner, were 
taken into custody after they attacked 
Ms. Benlehr outside the courtroom. She 
had arranged the rendezvous of Goldie 
and Powell. 
Final arguments by attorney for both 
sides were begun Thursday morning, 
and the jury of six men and six women 
are expected to begin deliberations this 
afternoon.

Way back in the 30’s a team 
known as the Four Horsemen, 
consisting of Willard Ram, Hal 
Sims, David Bumstine and 
Oswald Jacoby, dominated the 
world of bridge. For years they 
rode roughshod over all op­ 
position, winning most of the 
important tournaments. 
Earn, Sims and Bumstine 
have passed on to happier 
hunting 
grounds, 
but 
the 
memory of their exploits lingers 
on. Today’s hand was played by 
Ram. 
West led the queen of dubs, 
which held, and East won the 


continuation with the ten, 
cashed the ace and returned his 
last club. Ram ruffed with the 
jack as West discarded his 
second diamond in a row. 
Ram played a spade to the 
queen and led a heart, winning 
with the queen. He now had the 
R-2 of trumps and guessed well 
to play the deuce and fdl the 
ace. 
East returned a spade to 
dummy’s ace, on which South 
discarded a diamond, and Ram 
then made the key play of the 
jack of diamonds. East ducked 
and so did South, West con­ 
tributing the ten to the trick. A 
heart to the king drew West’s 
last trum p and declarer’s 
diamonds won the last three 
tricks. 
When the play is analyzed, it 
is found that the deuce of hearts 
play, the spade finesse and the 
jack of diamonds lead were all 
absolutely 
essential. 
F u r­ 
thermore, the timing also had to 
be perfect. 
The spade had to be led at 
trick five so that trumps could 
be initiated from dummy, and 
the queen had to be finessed so 
that the South hand could not be 
ruffed down later on. Fur­ 
thermore, the jack of diamonds 
had to be led to pin the queen 
and ten with one stroke. 
No defense stops the contract. 
If West keeps his diamonds, 
South establishes the suit by 
ruffing one in dummy.

Stones in the Bladder 


My brother and I have a 
tendency to develop stones in 
our bladders. What are the 
causes for this condition? 
Mr. T. McF., Mich. 
Dear Mr McF.. 
I am sure that the thought has 
occurred to you that there may 
be some family 
tendency 
responsible. I doubt that there is 
any hereditary basis for this. 
Rather, I am inclined to believe 
that a dietary regime in the 
same household may, perhaps, 
predispose you both to the same 
problem. 
Calcium and uric acid stones 
are frequently found in the 
urinary bladder 
Chronic in­ 
fection and stagnation of urine 
may be responsible for the 
deposits of minerals and the 
formation of stones. 
It is now possible, through a 
process known as “lithopaxy,” 
to crush stones in the bladder.

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Distillers 
deny use of 
grain heavy

distillery industry has disputed claims 
that lower consumption of alcoholic 
spirits would help solve world hunger 
problems. 
Malcolm E. Harris, president of the 
Distilled Spirits Council of the United 
States, told a news conference Wed­ 
nesday that a cutback in the liquor in­ 
dustry 
would 
produce 
a 
severe 
economic headache for the country. 
Newsmen 
said 
suggestions 
that 
Americans should drink less so that 
more grain can be made available to 
needy countries has emotional appeal: 
“produce food, not liquor. Drink less 
and feed starving children.’’ 
He said the proposal bas been made 
by 
Dr. 
Jean 
Mayer, 
Harvard 
University nutrition expert, and others. 
“But this suggestion, in our opinion, 
is not the answer,” Harris said. “It 
would just compound many of the 
economic problems we have in this 
country.” 
If distilleries were shut down, he 
said, nearly two million jobs worth $10 
billion a year would be lost. He added 
that nearly all the 40 million bushels of 
grain used to make spirits is recycled 
back to farmers as livestock feed after 
distillers are through with it. 
Harris said the amount of grain used 
by distillers represented only four- 
tenths of I per cent of the 1973 farm 
production of corn, wheat, and other 
grain. 
The distilling industry recognized the 
problem of alcohol abuse and has 
recommended 
moderation, 
Harris 
said. “We’re not urging people to drink, 
because we recognize that abstinence 
is an acceptible form of behavior — and 
that’s a private, personal decision to 
make,” he said. 
Only coffee was served at the news 
conference. 
Harris said there was no indication 
from industry figures that people are 
drinking more as a result of current 
unemployment and other economic 
problems.

sales is much lower than it was two or 
three years ago,” Harris said.
